vales, and by. the rich produce of our moun- 
tains, fix here the everlaſting ſtandards of their 
arms, and make flaves of us, who are become 
thus eaſily the dupes of their ambitious pre- 
tences? Then farewell contentment ! * 
well pleaſure ! farewell the well earned fruits 
of induſtry and frugality! Our lands ſhall be 
the property of others, and we ſtill tied 
down by flaviſh chains to cultivate and im- 
prove them. Our houſes, our fubſtance, ſhall 


be the reward of foreign robbers; our wives 


and our virgins {hall bow down before the 
conquerors ; and we, like the beaſts of the 
field, be drawn in the ſcorching mid-day to 
the furrow of the mine.“ 

As Hobaddan began to utter thefe words,
